AN ERA OF PROGRESS 

(Below is an address given at the 
county teachers' conference last week 
by W. L. Carpenter.) 

Mr. Chairman, Members of the 
Board of Education, and Teachers: 

I appreciate the opportunity that 
has been extended to me to appear 
on this program. As principal of the 
Morgan county high school for six 
years I have seen through close ob¬ 
servance a renaissance in our edu¬ 
cational program in this county. 

I have been in a position since 1934 
to observe specifically some evidenc¬ 
es of progress in our educational 
program. In 1936 the value of school 
property was roughly valued at 
$70,000. Today the value of school 
property in our county is valued at 
more than $500,000. Of this vast 
amount only $25,000 was guaranteed 
by the county and $ 10,000 of this 
amount has already been paid. 

We now have in our county the 
following new buildings and equip¬ 
ment:

Previous to 1934 no provisions had 
been made to provide transportation 
for pupils to and from school. Pro¬ 
fessional growth was very slow. The 
county had few college graduates and 
few recreational facilities were pro¬ 
vided.

The figures show that the average 

number of college hours per teacher 
has increased from 17 to 87 over a 
10 year period. 

Since 1934 the Morgan county high 
school enrollment has increased more 
than 20 percent. In 1933 the Morgan 
county high school graduated 6 . In 
1940 we graduated 34. In 1934 our 
curriculum was very narrow, making 
little or no provision for extra-curric¬ 
ular work. Since that time we have 
added Vocational Agriculture, Music, 1 
Physical Education and beginning 
September this year Home Economics 
will be added. 

Too much praise cannot be given 
our band instructor, Carl W. Reeves. 
With a band less than 2 years old Mr. 
Reeves won first place in his division 
at the state contest this year. $800 
worth of band uniforms have been 
ordered and paid for. More than $500 
worth of new band instruments have 
been added this year, thanks to the J 
winter carnival.

Kentucky Needs More Small Fruits 

Some one is passing up a good 
opportunity to grow raspberries for 
local consumption, according to a 
statement of Profs. A. J. Olney and 
W. W. Magill in a new Kentucky 
college of agriculture circular called
